HE first address given by Lloyd George in 
the United States was one that was not re- 


ported. He was the guest of a newspaper press 
association, and the affair was conducted like 
the famous Gridiron dinners, at which it is a 
breach of etiquette to report what may be said 
by any of the prominent men who are 
the 


speakers. But one of the ex-premier's remarks 
at this luncheon in New York has become pub- 
lic. It was that "the real founder of the Brit- 
ish Empire as we know it was George Washing- 
ton." 
That must have made some Tory in- 


dividuals in England rare back and buck when 
it crossed the cables. Nevertheless there is a 
lot of truth in it. For George^Washington and 
his Continental army everlastingly impressed 
upon the British that it is the worst of bad 
policy to try to autocratize over colonies, par- 
ticularly colonies composed of men and women 
of the same white strain as themselves. A lot 
of the British, such as the famous parliament 
leader Burke, knew it before Washington drove 
home the lesson, but all the governing class 
were convinced by the end of our revolution, 
and the lesson*has never been forgotten.'"Had 
it been neglected, no doubt Canada, Australia, 
and South Africa would be independent coun- 
tries on their own hook today. Because it is 
remembered, they are now self-governing, thor- 
oughly satisfied and responsible "dominions" 
without any leading strings, but as'the 
war 


showed, willing to give their utmost in the old 
country's quarrels. 
So well have the British 


'learned Washington's lesson that in 
India, 


which is not a white colony, they are trying to 
establish self-government and 
independence. 


Washington didn't know it, but he hammered 
out something new in the world when he was 
hammering the Hessians. It was the most suc- 
cessful and daring colonial policy ever seen. 
Lloyd George did well to give him credit, al- 
though probably few Englishmen, or none if 
they thought the speech would have wide pub- 
licity, would dare to say it.

Now, 
if budgeting is honestly taken in hand, collec- 
tion of taxes 'in gold values should prevent to 
a large extent further inflation—and the new 
gold currency which is being established to re- 
P'ace the mark may help commerce to recover 
something'like stability.
